Hazlktox, Pa., Sept. 13.— The situa-

Friday afternoon, There is stioiicr reg- 
ion to fear a conflict between th" strik- 
ers and the military, and tlicrc is an 
indifatioii that from .■),000 to 7,000 more 
miners will juin tho malcontents. 

FeelinK ruua high against Sheriff 
Martin and his deputies, and the inten- 
sity of the situation is saoh that a sad* 
den turn of the head or a word spoken 
above the ordinary ton" brings a run- 
ning crowd. Tlif soldicr.s ;ire watchful 
and ready 1' r any enicr^roiicy. and flio 
people of thii town are in u statt! which 
may easily bcco;ue panic. 

An incident of u^ly omen occurred 
during the funeral of three of the vic- 
tims yesterday aftermxin. As services 
were beintr held inside of the St. 
Joseph's chnrch about 2,000 foreigners 
were coiifcreKated about the doors. A 
number of them raised their voices, and 
it is declared by eye-witnesses that a 
policeman statinneci near the door be- 
came unduly olHcious. Instantly an 
ominous muttering followed, mingled 
with scowling looks and clenched nsts. 
Word was immediatoly carried indoors 
to the Rev. Father Aust. He* hurried 
out to the door and bundled the men 
whtfBeenied most quarrelsome into the 
chorch. A few wwds of coonsel to the 
others prevented further demonstra- 
tions. 

The striking miners have made elab 
orate nreparaUons for a demonstration 
at the funeral of 10 of the Tictims. The 
military authorities are determined that 
nothing of the kind shall be permitted, 
and tnat from this time on there 
shall be no marching of any character 
whatsoeTer, whether doring funerals or 
otherwise. This resolution is not gen- 
erally known and the miners are going 
on with their arrangements. 

It has been arnnged that the 10 
coffins shall be carried on the shoulders 
of the strikers from the undertaker's 
shop to the front of St. Joseph's ohuroh. 
Innontof the chundi a platf cnn is to 
be ereotedt upon whioh It is the purpose 
to plaoe the 10 coffins so t>*at they may 
be viewed by the crowd. Then ad- 
dresses in Polish, Lithuanian and En- 
glish are to be made by priests and 
othen, the bodies will be oarried inside 
and the pontifldal high mass will be 
celebrated. After the serrioes the pro- 
cession will go to the Polish cemetery 
where eight of the coffins, those con- 
taining Poles, will be placed in one 
large grave. It is the purpose to ac- 
quire by subscription sufficient funds to 
erect over this a monument bearing the 
names of the victims and a brief history 
of the event. Seventeen societies, all 
but one made up of Poles, Hungarians 
and others of. tlie Slav race and rtno of 
Irish are to march in the funeral pro- 
ceB<iion. If General Gobin execntt'S the 
intention he announces this whole pro- 
nam will be upset and it is .feared 
tnat the men will resent any interfer- 
ence with the disposition of their dead. 

To all intent and purposes Hadeton 
is under martial law. General Gobin 
declared last night that in spite of the 
warrants is-nod no constables nor any 
authority will bo i)erniitted to ar- 
rest (lie d(^puties. He said that the 
sheritt is an executive ottieer whose duty 
is to prcaervo the peace and that he 
( Gobin ) and the troops are really sub- 
ordinate to the sheritT at this time, be- 
ing engaged helping him to perform 
that duty. Und< r tlH>e (•irciuiistances 
he will not permit interferem e with the 
sheriff's officials so lon^: as the militia 
is here. In spite of this line distinction 
the commander's d(>cision on this point 
is accepted as superceding the civil au- 
thorities by the military power. 

The addition to the strikers' ranks, if 
made, will be the men at Coxe's mines, 
and should they go out the last big an- 
thracite comiwiny in the region will be 
idle. The '^.000 men employed at col- 
liery No. 7 had a meeting at Stockton 
Saturday night and drew up a petition 
to the operators demanding an increase 
in wages of 10 per cent. This will be 
presented to the operators and the ac- 
tion in the event of refusal is "strike." 
It is accepted as a fact that if those 
nien go out all the others employed by 
the company will join them, making 
the total number something betwe<!n 
6,000 and 7,000 from these niinea alono. 
The Coxe men had already been offered 
an increase, but rejected it un the 
ground that it was still lower tliau the 
MIM paid by ^he other operators in tlie 
region. These men have been working 
steadilv up to this time, and of late «p 
to 10 o'^clock at night 

Affidavits have been obtained from a 
number of the miners who were in 
Friday afternoon's affair, whioh throw 
some Ught on the shooting. They de- 
clare, in substance, that on the morn- 
ing of that daj a mesaanger arrived at 
Barwood and asked the foreigners to 
ooaMtoI«attlsii»> as the empbyesof 
ooUiMTNa i at that place w«M about 
to strike. Later a leoond message to 
this same effaet anriTed, and then the 
men started over to lAttimer. AtKasle 
oolUerr, so these affldavili ooatlnne. 
Sheiiff Martin met them and warned 
them not to go through Haaleton but to 
MMmnd the other way. They did so, 
filHRivlna at the fatal bend in the 
road near Lattimer, they again found 
themselvee confronted by the sasnff.

It is declared. Sheriff Martin stept)ed 
out and roughly grabbed for the fore- 
most man bv his coat collar. With hia 
Other hand he thrust a revolver into his 
face and used abnsive language. The 
miner knocked the sheriff's revolver arm 
from in front of him and tried to 
wrench himself from the oflflciar« grasp. 
Almost instantly, the affidavit says, the 
order to fire was given. The deputies 
were lined up in a hollow square, the 
fourth side of which was formed by the 
body of strikers. This would possibly 
account for the fact that so many were 
shot in the back and side.

JACK.SOX, Miss., Sept. i:.\rite- 
ment over yellow fever has been re- 
newed here. Yesterday morning nu- 
merous cases of dencue were reported 
about Edwards. It will be remembered 
that it was previously reported that 
yellow fever existed at Edwards and 
I that Hon. S. S. Champion has died of 
I the scourge after having visited a fam- 
ily just returned from Ocean Springs. 
This report was afterward denied by 
the Edwards authorities. 

An order was promulgated yesterday 
that all trains from the infected district 
be forced to pass through the city with- 
out stopping, and that quarantine be 
enforced with all possible strictness. 

Dr. Pumell, a yellow fever expert 
has left Vioksburg for Edwards to in 
vestigate the cases of fever there, and 
then go t« Ft lahatohie, 99 miles east of 
here, to inquire into a case there.

Foorteea MUm of th« Way Strewn With 
I>«ad Horse*. 

Port Townse.vd, Wasli., Sept. 13.— 
The steamer City of Seattle arrived yes 
terday, Hve daj* from Bkagaay. Among 
the passengers are 1> men, who started 
for the Klondike but failed to cross the 
pass. A. Warner of Seattle, an 
artist who has been getting views on 
both the Dyea and Skaguay jiassea for 
the past week, was a returning passon 
ger on the Seattie. He says the Skag 
nay pass is closed for the season, but 
that many are still floundering around 
in the mud in a vain attempt to get 
through. The first 14 miles of the trail 
from Sjcaguay beach is strewn with the 
carcasses of (tCO horses. Eleven saloons 
and three dance halls are doing busi- 
ness there, hut Warner says there is no 
trouble, there being no fighting or 
thieving. 

At Dyea the people are still moving 
slowly forward, though greatly imped- 
ed by mud and rain. With the eioep- 
tion ot two days, rain has fall continu- 
ously for three week.

Near Newoaatle, Colo. 

NEWCAhXtE, Colo., Sept. 13.— Frank 
Bnrbank. conductor, and Engineer Us- 
trander, deceased, of the Colorado Mid- 
land railway, are charged by the coro- 
ner's jury with being responsible for 
the frightful wreck whuli cKCurred here 
last Friday morning. Tlie jury decided 
from the evidence that the conductor 
and engineer attempted to arrive at 
Newcastie siding upon the time allotted 
by order by traui dispatcher to the Rio 
Grande passenger westbound. Con- 
ductor Burbank was released on hisowu 
recQgnizanoe, and after the verdict was 
announced he was not rearrested. The 
verdict waa received without any sur- 
prise. . . ^ 

The death of Rev. Alexander Bart- 
man of Heracher, Ills., and the finding 
of the body of Engineer Ostrander in- 
creases the number of known dead to

Seven New Cases of Yellow 
Fever In New Orleans. 



NO GENERAL ALARM RESULTED. 



The Anthorltiea Still Conflrfcnt of Their 
Ability, With Modern Paultarjr Appli- 
ance*, to SneoeMfnlly Qaarantine tti.i 
Iiiri'<t€<il DUtricts The l)lM»«e lleli.'V.;<l 
to Be Stamped Out at Ooeaa Sprine4. 
Nkw Orlbaks. Sept. 13.— Shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday the boanl of health 
Dfhi-ially declared si.x of the s.ispiciou-i 
ases of fevi r on .^t. < 'laiide streer to he 
yellow fever. A couple of hours sab.se- 
queutly the board announced another 
pronounced case of fever at Miro and 
Esplanade street's, also in the lo\ver piirt 
ot the city, but a mile or more away 
from the infected square. The an- 
:ioaiieenient of tlie I'rst six ci^e^ as yel- 
low fever was not niu-xpecte 1, altliMui:h 
it was hoped from the delay on the p.irt 
ot the experts that those cases wtre 
simply of bilious malaria. 

No general alarm has resulted, nl- 
t'not'gh the news rapidly spread throufrh 
the city. Tlie autho: ities do not liel.rve 
that the situation in iiiateiially wurse 
than it was four or five days a;:o. .uid 
they were still confident of their abi.ity, 
with modern sanitary appliances, to 
9!HcoR^fully quarantine the iiiTected 
distnct.s. 

The offieial bulletin of the board of 
experts, declaring the St. Claude street 
cases to be yellow fever, was received 
bv President Ulliphant soon after 11 
o'^olock. Dr. Ollipliaut immediately 
sent for members of the press and gave 
out the report, which was signed by 
Drs. Lemouuifcr. Toaatre, Bickham. 
Petit and Par ham of the board of ex- 
perts, and Dr. Devron, the attending 
physician. 

Of the original 13 cases, all of which 
had thrir origin from a case that had 
come from Ocean Springs, the six other 
than those reported as yellow fever, 
were announced to be practically well, 
up and walking about toeir homes, of 
the six pronounced yellow fever, four 
are convalescent and two were de- 
clared to be oritlcallv ill, one of these 
having suiferad n relapse since Satur- 
day. 

Among the suspicions cases reported 
Saturday was that of a boy named Roy, 
living at Miro and Esplanade streets. 
Drs. Jjemonnier, Touatre and Matas 
were sent to make a careful observation 
of tiie case. Yesterday afternoon they 
pronounced it to be unquestionably 
yellow fever, and as having apparently 
had its origin in Sovanton, Mim., orin 
the vicinity of that town. As soon as 
the report was received the board of 
health took charge of the house, ((uar- 
autined the inmatei; placed guards so 
that no one might come within close 
proximity to the premises, and set to 
work thoroughly to disinfect the neigh- 
borhood. A brother of the patient, who 
had left the premises some time before 
the official announcement, was given a 
permit to return, but orders were issued 
that under no circumstances to let him 
or any member of the household to 
again leave the premises. 

A number of additional suspicious cases 
were again reported to the board of 
health yesterday. I14 each instance 
physicians were at once dispatched to 
investigate. Their reports have been 
uniformly that the suspicions were 
groundless. The force of phvsicians at- 
tached to the board of health has been 
largely increased and the board is in 
communication with every section of 
the city. 

Acting Mayor Britton and the mem- 
bers of the conference committee met 
the board of health vesterday and dis- 
cussed the ([uestion or sanitation. Agree- 
ments have been made witli tlie water 
works company and with the large 
plants (.n the nver to tuiiii-li an tiiuiile 
supply of water. Many of the ifiitters 
are being tlu.slud anil it was said t!i:;t 
practically every one in tli^ city wdl 
H(K)n have running water in if. .\ 
heavy rainstorm visiteil New Orleans 
ycHterday morning and assisted in 
cleaning the stretits. C'ummissu.ueis of 
Public Workrt .AlctJary said that lie 
would add materially to his foree and 
that m a few days the city would be in 
a cleaner eimdition than it has been for 
years. Assurances were given I h.tt the 
"money required would be forthcoming 
to do all the work contemplated. 

President Olliphaiit. >n>on after he 
got the report of the experts, wired 
Governor Foster, who had re(iuested to 
be kept fully informed as to the situa- 
tion, and who is co-operating with the 
board. I Jr. (dliphant also notified the 
railroad conipauies and others who had 
a special interest in the situation. The 
news was generally spread thrtnigh 
Louisiana and the southern states, aiul 
it is probable that most of the towns 
that nave not ((uarantined New ( >r- 
leauH will now refuse to have any com- 
munication with this ciry The situa- 
tion in this respect, however, will not 
be much aggravated, for the Crescent 
City has already Uen bottled up for 
several days. 

Dr. Lehiiiaiin, who has been at Ocean 
Springs for .several days and is a yellow 
fever expert, has returned. Dr. Leh- 
mann participated with the medical ex- 
perts on the coast in the diagnosis of 
several cases of fever there. He says : 
"I went over to Ocean Springs to at- 
tend the poor suflfering with the yellow 
fever. After a most diligent search for 
any who might be suiTering with the 
disease, answering a number of calls, 1 
Investigated the condition of convales- 
cents, and seeing a few cases by courte- 
sv of the attending physician, I con- 
cluded that as no yellow fever existed 
my duties were over." 
Dr. Lehmann came direot from Ocean 



Springs here having, however, to un- 
dergo a th rough fumigation of his 
clothes and flfects. The boanl of liealth 
hiTC pave h'm permission to come lu re

DISASTROU S FREIG HT WRECK. 

S«v«B Xen Killed and Sis Others Injured 
In the Indisti Territory. 

Van B'. itKv. .\rk., Sept. i:!. — A most 
disastrous freight wreck occurred on 
the Iron Mountain road at Haii/.om, I. 
T., a small station 20 miles west of Van 
Buren, at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
resnlting in the death of seven men and 
the serion.'? injury of six others, two of 
whom will die. 

The de.id are: William l''anie, 
Charles F une. IWiuL'lass .Vnd tsou. .lohii 
Johnsdii. l>ire Hciiilerson, Frank Ham- 
ilton and li. .\. Walton. 

The injured are : tieorpe Coalman. 
.Jack .Jones, .lames Phillip.s, Hobirt Ku- 
banlcs, (Charles Pender and tieorgo 
Park' r 

Of the wounded it is thought that 
two will die as they suffered internal 
iujurio-i. All of the dead and woun<led 
were sent to Vian, with the exception 
of Walton's body, it being brought to 
this place wliero he has relatives uving 
None of the train crew were hurt. 

The wrecked train was a local freight 
from (^olTeeville. Kan., to Van Buren. 
While the tram was running at a speed 
of 20 miles au hour, the forward tracks 
of one of the cars near the engine 
broke, wrecking 10 cars loaded with 
walnut logs and baled hay. With the 
exception of two cars in front and three 
cars in the rear, including the caboose, 
every car of the 20 composing the train 
was ditched. 

In the middle of the train was a car 
loaded with heavy machinery and it 
was in this car that 18 men were steal- 
ing a ride, and from which seven dead 
and six seriously wounded were taken 
by the trainmen shortly afterward. It 
appears that the occupants of the 
wrecked car were a party of men and 
boys living at Vivi. I. T., who were 
coming to Van Bnren to find employ- 
ment in the cotton fields. When the 
machinery car left the rails it fell on its 
side, nearly all of the men being caught 
the heavy beams. A car of Togs was 
piled ou top of the one in which the 
men were riding, and that any escaped 
instant death Is but little short of a 
miracle. 

A message was sent to Train Master 
Walsh at this place by the train crew 
and he immediately ordered out a 
wrecking craw, and with Division Road 
Master McLeod went to the scene 
of the wreck, taking with them Dr. 
Dibrell, the company's looal surgeon at 
this place. The met thing done was to 
extricate the dead and wounded and on 
account of the heavy logs and machin- 
ery under whioh they were buried the 
task waa a laborous one and it vras sev- 
eral hours before the hMt of the bodies 
was removed from the wreck. 



Beriuurd J« Treacjr Dead. 

Boston, Sept. 18.— Bernard J. Trency, 
the millionaire horse breeder of Le.\ing- 
ton. Ky., died at the city hosj)ital last 
night. Mr. Treacy, who was here on a 
visit, fell last Wednesday night wlien 
a.scending the stei)s leading to a friend's 
residence on Uptcm stretit, and struck 
upon the uicket** of an iron fence, caus- 
ing painful injuries. He was removed 
to the city hospital, where his condition 
was critical for a day or two, then 
changed for the better, and he was be- 
lieved to be getting along nicely. W' ithin 
the past '.^4 hours, however, he sutTered 
a relapse and grew rapidly worse, 
passing away about 6 o'clock yesterdSiy 
evening.

Mkihiuknk, Sept. 13.— A fire h.as 
been discovered in the Broken Hill 
mine between Jamiesons and the Broad 
bridge shafts. Two hundred men who 
were engaged in efforts to extinguish 
the flames were overcome by the pois- 
onous fumes.

Efforts to sobda* tiM flia aia 
b^ng eotttinued fkom the top of the 
mine.

Wheleaale Importatiaa Per Vetliff Parposes 
iaOkla. 

The Washington Times says: "It is 

claimed out in Ohio, and that, too, with 
a good deal of circumstantiality of detail, 
that the Repnblicana are colonizing the 
State for election purjiosps. It is said 
that ignorant colored men are being 
shipped in from Kentucky, Tennessee 
and West Virginia for the pnrpo.se of reg- 
istering in the doubtful districts. It is 
claimed that their vptea are necessary to 
offset the defection among the native col- 
ored vote, and that they are being settled 
in such cities as Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Columbus, Dayton, Toledo and Spring- 
field. 

"One of the most prominent papers of 
Ohio yesterday stated that one of the 
moat aubstantial business men of South- 
ern Ohio came across the river at Mari- 
etta a few daya ago from West Virginj^.

When asked their 
destination the men said they were bound 
for Cincinnati where they ^had been 
promised two month's work.

Cvlleetor Yerkes Pin to Rid Hinself of 
DeaMnti !■ the Beveiie 
8«rriee. 



NicHOLABViLtE, Ky., Sep. 10.— Col- 
lector John W, Yerkea ia sending all 
\ tbrou^'h the district the followiag letter 
to the Democratic Gaugen and Store- 
keepers, several of which have baen 
c.'ived In thia county, and from one of 
which this ia made : 

"RicimoND, Kv., September s, i«9:. 
Sir : It appearlDf from tbe recordt of^ttab office 
that tbere U a much larger number of subordi- 
nate officers in commission in this district than 
tbe Krrtee requires, and it being deemed desir- 
able tbat the fotce be reduced so as to snbserre 
the be->t interest of tbe QoTemment, and also the 
interest of the officers employed, I bsve recom- 
mended to thehonorable Commissioner of Intpr- 
nal Bevenue a revocation of yoor commission In 
the internal rdvenue service. This revocation Is 
recommended aloue on the grounds of a neces- 
siry reUuctlon of the force in this collection dia- 
triot BespeotfttUy, 

John W. YBRxra, Collector." 

The civil service law allows I'j per 
cent more than are necessary to do the 
work in the district. Mr. Yerkes' state- 
meutthat "there is a miuh lar^'t'i- iiuiu- 
ber of subordinate officers than the ser- 
vice requires" is disputed by tbe internal 
revenue inen here. The former oolleotor 
never found that he bad more men than 
the service required. In fact it is said 
tbat when all the distilleries in the dis- 
trict are running there are not enough 
commissioned men in the district to fill 
all tbe positions. Of course the number 
of commissions held has been increased 
eince Mr. Yerkea went in by the revival 
of old oommiisionB held by Republicans, 
who have been assigned to duty. But it 
is said ihatbevimta to make room for 
thoee who have passed the civil-service 
examination, and for old soldiers, who do 
not have to stand the e.Kamination9. 

A prominent Democrat, in speaking of 
the foregoing, said: "The letter, on the 
face of it, is a violation of the civil Bcrvice 
law. It is a rank violation and one 
which I vwtare tbe •aaertion has not 
been comniitted by any other Collector 
in tbe Uoiled SUtee.

Every 
effort will bo made, however, to capture 
Dampier. 

The cause of the tragedy is said to 
date back three years when Dampier 
was prosecuted for stealing some meat 
from Parker.
